Drawings 

1 . The replacement sheets of drawings (Figures 7-10 only) were received on 17 
JAN 2006. These drawings are approved but note the following drawing objections 
repeated from the last office action. 

2. The drawings remain objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the ridges recited 
in claims 5 and 18 must be shown/labeled. No new matter should be entered. It 
appears the interior ridges are shown in Figs. 11,12, and 14 (see the axially extending 
projections on the internal wall of the containers in Figs. 11,12, and 14) but such ridges 
are not labeled or described in the specification with regard to these Figures (that 
constitute the new CIP subject matter). 

3. Applicant should verify that (1 ) all reference characters in the drawings are 
described in the detailed description portion of the specification and (2) all reference 
characters mentioned in the specification are included in the appropriate drawing 
Figure(s) as required by 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5). 

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 
Replacement Drawing Sheets 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which incorporate 
the desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84.
